Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
The applicant primarily asserts that Tao does not cure the deficiencies of Shermer by disclosing channels formed in the container barrier 
because only discloses a strengthening ring having vents. Although, Tao uses a "strengthening ring" and "vents, " these components 
provide the same function as the container barrier and the channels formed in them. The channels of the applicant's invention and the 
vents of Tao each allow outgassing of the materials within the chamber of the package. Therefore, the strengthening ring is a container 
barrier and the vents are channels. Even if the strengthening ring of Tao cannot be considered a container barrier, Tao was only cited to 
cure the deficiencies of Shermer. IV which already discloses a container barrier. Tao's disclosure of channerls or vents cures the 
deficiencies of Shermer and the cited references show all of the elements of the claims. The rejection is still proper and the Office Action 
will remain final.
